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DETROIT (AP) — As the nationwide 
strike against Ford Motor Co. begins to 
cause a chain reaction of layoffs at 
other companies, bargainers say they 
are not optimistic about renewed ef­ 
forts to reach a settlement. 


The United Auto Workers and Ford 
resumed 
formal 
contract 
talks 
Monday for the first time since 170,000 
workers walked off the job one week 
ago today. 


The two sides recessed bargaining 
until today after a brief meeting failed 
to bring them closer to a new three- 
year accord. 
“ I wouldn’t label the discussions as 
making progress, optimistic, or 
anything like that,” a union source 
said, “ because nothing of significance 
occurred except that they’re talking 
again.” 
Talks are stalled over disputes 
concerning wages, health care and 
layoff benefits, pensions and a union 
demand for more paid days off to 
create new jobs. 
At least 2,000 employes at Ford 
supply firms have been laid off along 
with 1,600 Ford workers in Canada as a 
result of the strike, the first against the 
No. 2 U.S. auto maker since 1967. 
Spokesmen for several major 
automotive suppliers warned that 
layoffs would greatly increase by Oct. 
I, if the walkout continued. 
That prospect appeared almost 
certain, union sources said, because 
even with a quick settlement it would 


take a week for the rank and file tp 
ratify it. 
Financial analysts have said the 
strike would have a severe impact on 
the U.S. economy if it lasted more than 
a month, but most have predicted it 
would be settled before then. 
Ford spokesmen here said picketing 
at 102 facilities in 22 states remained 
peaceful Monday, except for tire 
slashing at the engineering center at 
company headquarters in suburban 
Dearborn, where 1,500 members of 
UAW Local 245 are working with the 
approval of UAW leaders. Members of 
the local are mostly skilled tradesmen 
involved in research projects that do 
not affect production. 
Contracts covering an additional 
530,000 workers at the other auto 
makers have been extended pending 
an outcome at Ford. 
The Budd Co., a major auto supplier, 
said it laid off nearly 1,100 workers in 
Detroit, Philadelphia and Gary, Ind., 
because of the walkout. 
ARA Food Services, a Philadelphia- 
based cafeteria and vending company, 
said it laid off more than 500 workers 
who service Ford plants. The Detroit, 
Toledo and Ironton Railroad, which 
depends on Ford for half its business, 
said it has idled 400 of 1,400 employes. 
The first layoffs at Ford of Canada 
Ltd. came at the Windsor, Ont., engine 
plant. Ford has said the U.S. strike 
eventually would idle all 14,000 hourly 
workers in Canada, due to parts 
shortages. 


U.N. To Study Africa 


Treasure Stolen 
At Cape Canaveral 


CAPE CANAVERAL, Fla. (AP) - 
Police say they are concerned that 
thieves who stole about $750,000 worth 
of Spanish coins and jewelry from the 
Museum of Sunken Treasure will melt 
their booty down to disguise it. 
The gold and silver artifacts — some 
considered priceless — date back to 
1715 and were recovered by divers 
from sunken Spanish galleons off 
Florida’s East Coast. They were stolen 
early Monday from the private 
museum here. 
“The fear I have is that they (the 
thieves) will try melting down the 
coins and gold jewelry to hide their 
tracks,” said Police Chief Bob Tweed. 
Tweed said a few replicas of 
valuable artifacts were mixed in with 
real treasure dredged from the sandy 
resting places of ships driven ashore 
by hurricanes. 
“Unless they know what they have 
got, it will take some time for them to 
discern what are replicas and what is

the real thing,” Tweed said. 
Museum officials said the value of 
the haul could only be estimated. 
“The rarity and historic value of 
each item stolen makes it difficult to 
name specific values,” said Alan 
McNair. He is vice president of the 
Patterson Erie Corp. of Vero Beach, 
which has a controlling interest in the 
museum’s operator, the Real Eight 
Corp. 
“ Depending on how badly a collector 
wants an item, the price will vary,” 
McNair added. 
He said the stolen items included a 
chest of 1,000 silver coins and 500 gold 
coins and a $33,000 Spanish captain- 
general’s whistle on an 11-foot-long, 
pure gold chain. 
He said the thieves also took a gold 
emblem 
showing the 
cross 
of 
Jerusalem, numerous gold rings with 
rare stones containing inscriptions of 
their origin, and various types of gold 
pendants — one measuring five feet 
long. 
Tweed said the theft was discovered 
by an employe reporting for work 
Monday morning. 
The chief said the thieves had forced 
open a door to enter the eight-year-old 
museum in this historic city, now 
known for futuristic space launchings. 
They then smashed open IO glass- 
plated showcases and stole items 
selectively. 
“ Although the thieves do not appear 
to be professionals ... they certainly 
knew what to take,” said Tweed. 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. (AP) - 
The U.N. General Assembly opens its 
31st annual session today with the 
racial confrontation in southern Africa 
and the perennial Arab-Israeli stand­ 
off among its most pressing issues. 
Also on the agenda are the questions 
of curbing political terrorism, bridging 
the gap between rich and poor nations 
and the election of the U.N. secretary- 
general. 
Secretary-General Kurt Waldheim, 
who is expected to be reelected to a 
second five-year term, 
urged on 
Monday that the Assembly tackle the 
issues before it head-on and help guide 
“potentially divisive forces of change 
into 
constructive 
channels 
of 
cooperation.” 
However, many diplomats predicted 
that the Assembly would mark time 
until after the U.S. presidential 
election on Nov. 2. 
The Assembly’s first business this 
afternoon was the election of its new 
president, 
Ambassador

Amerasinghe of Sri I„anka, who suc­ 
ceeds Prime Minister Gaston Thom of 
Luxembourg. 
The Assembly also was to admit its 
145th member, Seychelles, in the 
Indian Ocean.

Rhodesian Prime Minister Ian Smith 
wants from black leaders, a senior 
American official in Kissinger’s party 
reports. 
One is that all guerrilla action in 
Rhodesia will be suspended as soon as 
negotiations begin for a constitution 
providing for the transfer of power to 
the black majority. 
The second is that the security and 
interests of Rhodesia’s 270,000 whites 
will be effectively safeguarded when 
power is transferred to the 6 million 
blacks. 
Kissinger flew to Tanzania today to 
see President Julius Nyerere after 
reporting Monday to President Ken­ 
neth Kaunda of Zambia on his talks 
during the weekend with Smith and 
Prime Minister John Vorster of South 
Africa. 
Meanwhile, Smith met with his 
cabinet in Salisbury, the Rhodesian 
capital, 
to 
discuss 
Kissinger’s 
proposals for black rule in Rhodesia. 
Kissinger’s aides expected that Smith 
would recommend approval of the 
proposals, and observers in Salisbury 
said opposition to the prime minister’s 
recommendations was unlikely. But

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All Networks To Televise Ford-Carter Debate

The debates between Jimmy Carter 
and president Ford are going to have 
very little trouble in the ratings 
because all four national television 
networks are going to carry the faceoff 
between the two candidates. 
The NBC and CBS networks still 
express reservations about some of the 
ground rules for the debates, but they 
said Monday they will broadcast the 
meeting between the two presidential 
candidates. 
That assures the candidates of 
having exposure on all four natonal 
networks when the debates begin 
Thursday night in Philadelphia. 
Earlier, officials from ABC and the 
Public Broadcasting Service had said 
they would broadcast the meetings be­ 


tween Ford and Carter, although ABC 
said it, too, had reservations about 
some rules laid down by the League of 
Women Voters, which is sponsoring 
the debates. 
The networks balked at rules 
barring television cam eras from 
cutting away from the candidates to 
show the audience during the debate, 
and network executives also protested 
the decision of the league to permit 
Ford and Carter to participate in the 
selection of journalists who will do the 
questioning. 
Carter, after a whistlestop train tour 
of New Jersey and Pennsylvania, was 
home in Plains, Ga., today, preparing 
for the opening debate. His running 
mate, Sen. Walter Mondale, was to 
take over the Democratic campaign 
train, traveling through Ohio and In­ 


diana to Chicago. 
Ford was also boning up for the 
debates, staying at the White House 
where he was meeting ^visiting 
liberian President William R. Tolbert 
Jr. His running mate, Sen. Bob Dole, 
was to undergo a medical examination 
before flying to Ohio for an address 
tonight to the state Republican con­ 
vention. 
As Carter was campaigning by rail 
and talking to crowds along the way 
about the nation’s unemployment 
problems, Ford voiced criticism of 
Carter’s tax reform proposals and said 
he thinks middle-income Americans 
should have their taxes lowered. 
“ Our middle-income taxpayers have 
beefi shortchanged over the last IO 
years. I believe that group ought to get 
additional tax relief,” Ford said in a 


talk to farm editors in the White House 
Rose Garden. 
Ford didn’t mention Carter, who 
outlined his tax revision plans in an 
Associated Press interview released 
Saturday. 
But he said, “ Those who advocate 
additional expenditures have now 
suggested that in order to pay for those 
new 
programs 
and 
added 
ex­ 
penditures, there should be an ad­ 
ditional tax levy on middle-income 
people, which is 50 per cent of the 
families in the United States. We 
cannot add to the expenditures of the 
federal government with a host of new 
problems unless you are willing to 
tighten your belts.” 
In the interview with The AP, Carter 
said he intends to “ shift a substantial 
increase toward those who have the 


higher incomes,” while reducing taxes 
on those in lower-and middleincome 
groups. 
Carter also said in the interview that 
he would not plan to include an over-all 
increase or decrease in tax revenues. 
He previously said some of his planned 
programs would have to be delayed 
until funding for them becomes 
available. 
Carter said he did not know what 
level of income would represent the 
barrier that would separate those who 
would pay more and those who would 
pay less. He accused the Republicans 
of distorting his remarks. 
Ford told the farm group that the 
country is recovering from recession 
under his economic policies and said, 
“ If we hold the line of federal ex-

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Egyption Princess 
Reported Bankrupt 


LOS ANGELES (AP) — Her sum­ 
mer cruises on the Nile and a $2,500 
monthly allowance are things of the 
past. She lives no longer in an elegant 
palace but in a West Los Angeles 
apartment shared with her mother. 
Even the love which triggered her 
financial difficulties has turned sour. 
Fathia Ghali, sister of Egypt’s last 
monarch, King Farouk, was close to 
tears Monday as she sat and watched 
the remnants of royal indies hauled 
into bankruptcy court. 
“ This is a difficult time,” she 
whispered, bidding farewell to the last 
of her jewelry in the stark courtroom. 
Glittering on a table 
were two 
earrings, two necklaces, a ring, a pin 
and a bracelet — treasures which be­ 
longed to her mother, 81-year-old Nazli 
Fuad, widow of King Faud I, ruler of 
Egypt from 1922 until 1936. 
Mrs. unau s attorney naa no ped tne 
jewelry would bring $500,000. But the 
highest bid — $180,000 from Los 
Angeles auctioneer Sid Bush — was too 
low, said Judge James E. Moriarty, so 
the receiver may sell the jewels 
privately to pay off Mrs. Ghali’s debts. 
Mrs. Ghali and her mother, who once 
lived in a palace, now reside in a 
comfortable 
West 
Los 
Angeles 
apartment. Their rent and other ex­ 
penses are paid by a family friend 
whom they refuse to identify. 
The women filed for bankruptcy in 
1973, listing among their assets the 
jewelry, mansions in Hawaii and 
Beverly Hills, Calif., five cars and an 
Arabian stallion valued at $5,000. 


The princess married a young 
Egyptian diplomat, Riad Ghali, in 
1950. Ghali was a Christian, not a 
Moslem. The queen gave her blessing, 
but an angry Farouk stripped both 
women of their royal status after the 
marriage. 
Farouk was overthrown in a military 
coup in 1952. He died in exile in 1965. 
Mrs. Ghali recalled that hdr mother 
received about $5,000 a month as a 
royal allowance and she, as a 19-year- 
old princess, received half that 
amount. When their royalty was taken 
away, 
all 
their 
property 
and 
possessions in Egypt were confiscated, 
leaving them only what they carried to 
the United States, where the queen was 
being treated for a kidney ailment. 
For many years, the ex-queen and 
former princess led an active social 
life centered at a 28-room mansion in 
Beverly Hills. When Mrs. Ghali sepa­ 
rated from her husband in 1965, she 
moved to a home in Hawaii, now up for 
sale for $350,000. 
When her husband stopped support 
payments in 1972, Mrs. Ghali turned to 
domestic work as “the only thing I 
could do at the time, having no college 
background.” Moriarty said “ she 
cleaned office buildings at night.” 
Six months later the anonymous 
family friend enabled her to stop work, 
but the debts remained. 
Mrs. Ghali said she hopes to return 
to Egypt in January and is considering 
an attempt at running an import 
business, travel agency or public rela­ 
tions firm.

GREENSBORO, N.C. (AP) - A 
sniper who ambushed a school bus and 
slightly wounded the driver tape- 
recorded the entire incident and then 
apparently committed suicide, police 
said. 
None of the 49 elementary school 
pupils on the bus was seriously injured 
in the Monday morning shooting, of­ 
ficers said. 
Near the scene, Guilford County 
sheriff’s deputies found the body of an 
unidentified man in his mid-20s, clad in 
dungarees, a green sweatshirt and 
tennis 
shoes. 
County 
medical 
examiner H.L. Johnson said the man 
died from an apparently self-inflicted 
shotgun wound in the head. 
The body was sent to the state 
medical examiner in Chapel Hill for 
identificaton. 
Authorities said that behind a cedar 
tree near the body they found a 10- 
speed bicycle, a sleeping bag, a radio 
and a cassette tape recorder. 
“ He had recorded the whole thing.” 
said Lt. D.F. Summers of the sheriff’s 
department. “ He had these tapes with 
him, and he had the recorder on. He 
was saying, ‘I’m laying in ambush for 
the school bus.’” 
Authorities said the tape did not 
reveal why the man wanted to ambush 
the bus, which was hit with a shotgun 
blast as it traveled down a highway 
about 12 miles east of Greensboro. 
“You could hear the shotgun go off,” 
Summers said of the tape. “ After that 
he said, ‘That wasn’t as hard as I 
thought it would be,’ and cut the tape 
off. Then I guess he turned the gun on 
himself.” 
The driver, Dennis Ray Williams, 17, 
of Gibsonville, was grazed on the 
shoulder by the blast, but managed to 
stop the bus safely.

HOUSTON (AP) - David, the boy in 
the germ-free plastic bubble who has 
never been touched by ungloved 
human hands, celebrates his fifth 
birthday today waiting for his most 
important gift — a “ space suit” that 
will allow him to explore the world 
outside. 
David was bom without natural body 
defenses against disease. He suffers 
from severe combined immune 
deficiency (SCID), an inherited 
disorder that strikes about one in 
every 10,000 males. Doctors said the 
simplest of germs which don’t affect 
most persons could kill him. 
David — a dark-haired, brown-eyed 
youngster — was placed in the germ­ 
free environment seconds after birth, 
and his last name has been kept secret 
by his parents and hospital officials. 
Normal in other respects, David 
rims around inside his nine-by-seven- 
foot bubble and plays with a ball and 
several plastic toys. Doctors say he 
displays considerable curiosity about 
the world outside. 
The space suit that will permit nun 
to satisfy some of this curiosity should 
be ready in December. Officials at the 
Johnson Space Center and Texas 
Children's Hospital said Monday the 
legal documents authorizing David’s 
space suit have been signed, ending 
more than two years of negotiations 
that began after space officials were 
asked to study the possibility of 
adapting space technology and hard­ 
ware to extend the boy’s environment. 
“ We are now in the process of 
fabricating the suit,” said Gary 
Primeaux, a space scientist in charge 
of that project.

Baylor now describes David as a 
“healthy, physically active child and 
the oldest immune deficient patient in 
medical history to survive without 
reconstitution of the body’s protective 
system.” 
Doctors have said he 
is well 
developed physically, mentally and 
emotionally. When David was 3, 
doctors described him as brighter than 
most children his age, ready to read 
and advanced in language. 
His curiosity about the outside world 
began more than two years ago on a 
visit home, After watching his father 
working around the house, David said: 
“ You let me get out of this bubble 
and ITI help you.” 
Scientists are still trying to find a 
cure that will allow David to leave his 
plastic bubble forever.

1948. 
At stops in Pennsylvania, Carter was 
greeted by shouts of “Give ’em hell, 
Jimrtiy” an echo of the Truman 
greeting, “Give ’em hell, Harry.” 
Mondale rode on Truman’s cam­ 
paign train in 1948 at the age of 20. He 
frequently refers to the late president, 
saying that President Ford and the 
Republicans have tried to ride the 
recent wave of Truman’s popularity. 
During the primaries earlier this 
year, Ford campaigned by train 
through Southern Michigan. He also 


frequently cites Truman as one of his 
favorite presidents. 
“ Harry’s mad,” Mondale said 
Monday at a Democratic party 
reception in Binghamton, N.Y. “He 
didn’t like Jerry Ford any better when 
he was alive than when he is dead.”

NEW YORK (AP) - Some months 
ago there was a lot of politic talk about 
reducing the role and rule of 
Washington in our lives, but neither of 
the major presidential candidates 
seems to have remembered. 
TTiat is the impression one gets in 
listening to the candidates discuss how 
they will use the powers of the central 
government to make jobs, lower 
prices, generate additional revenue 
and produce abundance. 
The problem with such promises is 
that the abilities of Washington to 
produce any of these, or certainly all of 
them together, seems to be decidedly 
limited. In contrast, it can and often 
does, create high taxes and prices and 
borrowing costs. 
Washington can set the economic 
tone, the mood of hope, resignation or 
despair. It can generate the confidence 
that people need in order to go out and 
invest their ideas and funds. And it can 
through its tax policies provide various 
financial spurs. 
But the jobs, the revenues and the 
general abundance are really the 
product of the people, and they can’t be 
blamed if they are irritated by the 
egocentric insinuation that the good 
life is a government product. 
Such notions debase the enormous 
productivity of the American people, 
given the proper economic at­ 
mosphere, a productivity that has been 
demonstrated to a degree achieved by 
no other people in history. 
True, Washington can make jobs, 


simply by building its bureaucracy. 
But it cannot produce jobs; it takes 
private efforts to expand economic 
activity and create the jobs, and in­ 
cidentally, produce revenues so the 
Washington jobholder can be paid. 
The ability of Washington to destroy 
jobs is probably better documented 
than its ability to make them. The 
siphoning of investment funds into 
bureaucratic waste, for example, 
directly limits the ability of the private 
sector to produce. 
While a certain amount of su­ 
pervision, 
regulation and even 
manipulation of the production 
machinery seems to be a proper role 
for Washington, it doesn’t by itself 
make that machinery. The people do 
that. 
These distinctions sometimes seem 
to be lost on some of the candidates, 
but there is evidence enough in the 
numerous surveys now being con­ 
ducted that the public is aware, and 
probably angry too. 
Aware, for instance, that no matter 
what the candidates say or do, the 
central government really has little 
power other than that given by the 
people. Angry that government some­ 
times has underutilized that power and 
at times abused it. 
It would seem, therefore, that the 
candidates might pay greater at­ 
tention to some of those surveys that 
tend to show the public a bit disin­ 
terested, restless and skeptical of 
some of the proposals and promises.

ABC-Charlie’s Angels — Three good 
looking policewomen quit the force to 
become private eyes for “Charlie,” a 
detective they (and the viewers) never 
see. 
NBC-Best Sellers — Dramatizations 
of pop novels, dramatized into as many 
weekly episodes as necessary to depict 
the book on screen. 
CBS-Spencer’s Pilots — Action- 
adventure about two free-wheeling 
pilots working for a crusty man who 
forces them to fly every conceivable 
type 
of 
aircraft, 
freight 
and 
passengers. 
ABC-Holmes and Yoyo — Sitcom 
about a police detective whose part­ 
ners always wind up in the hospital 
(funny!). His ultimate partner is an 
experimental robot with a few 
mechanical kinks.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - A task 
force on juvenile justice recommended 
today total reorganization of state- 
operated youth services and the shut 
down of the Fairfield School for Boys, 
the state’s largest juvenile correc­ 
tional facility. 
“It’s too old, too expensive and too 
crowded,” said Judge John G. Hunter, 
task force chairman, “and it just 
doesn’t work, period.” 
The task force, appointed by Atty. 
Gen. William J. Brown, released its 
recommendations with the intent of

implemented 
in 
legislation next year. 
While withholding specific com­ 
ment, Brown said he expected to offer 
bills incorporating some proposals. 
“The report suggests that we shake 
up the whole system from top to bot­ 
tom,” Brown said. 
Specifically, the report says all state 
services for children and young people 
should be reintroduced into a single, 
cabinet-level Department of Youth 
Services.

'CT I Speaking Of Your Health

In yesterday’s column, emphasis 
was placed on the need for discipline in 
giving children their greatest ad­ 
vantage in attaining responsible 
adulthood. The self-esteem of a child 
can be made greater by allowing him 
to take a role in the planning of rules 
and regulations that govern behavior. 
In the excellent magazine Per­ 
spective, published by the Menninger 
Clinic, the following rules were laid 
down by Dr. Thomas P. Johnson. They 
are simple and concise and add 
enormously to the gifts that parents 
and children can give each other. 
1. Don’t disapprove of what a child is 
— disapprove of what he does. 
2. Give attention and praise for good 
behavior — not bad behavior. 
3. Encourage and allow discussion 
but remember it’s the parents who 
should make the final decision. 
4. Punishment should be swift, 
reasonable, related to the offense. 
5. Throw out all rules you are un­ 
willing to enforce and be willing to 
change rules if you think it’s 


reasonable to do so. 
6. Don’t lecture and don’t warn. 
Youngsters will remember what they 
think is important to remember. 
7. Don’t feel you have to justify rules, 
although you should try to explain 
them. 
8. As your youngster grows older, 
many rides may be flexible and sub­ 
ject to discussion and compromise. 
However, on the few rules you really 
feel strongly about, enforce them no 
matter what rules other parents have. 
9. Allow the child or youth to assume 
responsibility for his decisions as he 
shows the ability to do so. 
10. Don’t expect children to show 
more self-control than you do as a 
parent. 


11. Be honest with your youngster — 
hypocrisy shows. 
12. The most important factor in 
your youngster’s self-image is what he 
thinks you think of him and his self- 
image is a major factor in how he acts 
and what he does.

The ups and downs of the gold 
market are sometimes reflected at the 
jewelry counter, but consumers are 
finding that Newton’s law of gravity 
doesn’t work so consistently in the 
marketplace as it does in nature. 
What goes up does not ALWAYS 
have to come down. 
Intangibles — design, labor and 
fashion trends, for example — can be 
more important than raw materials in 
determining prices. 
At the end of 1974, an ounce of gold 
cost 
almost $200. 
There 
were 
predictions that the price would go still 
further with the end of a 40-year ban on 
Americans owning gold bullion. 
The gold rush fizzled. Supply was 
stronger than demand. The price of 
gold started dropping and now is just 
more than $110 an ounce, although 
prices rose slightly late last week when 
bids at the International Monetary 
Fund’s auction of 780,000 ounces of 
gold were higher than expected. 
Shoppers are finding that the cost of 
some jewelry has declined, but the 
drops are limited to items which are 
simple in design and are all gold. The 
more elaborate pieces, with diamonds 
or other stones and complicated work­ 
manship, have gone up rather than 
down in price. 
“If it’s all gold, then there has been a 
drop in prices,” said Mort Weisenfeld 
of the National Wholesale Jewelers 
Association. “There’s no question 
about it. But even there, labor and 
other costs have gone up. 
“If you’re talking about a solitaire 
ring with a diamond, the gold value is 
negligible ... and the drop in gold has 
been more than balanced by the in­ 
crease in diamonds, which are up 
significantly.” 
A spokesman for Tiffany & Co., the 
Fifth Avenue-based jewelry store, said 
that a perfectly simple, 18-carat-gold 
wedding band cost $12 five years ago. 
By the early part of 1975, the same ring 
cost $35. Today, it’s $26.50. 
The price of the ring went up 121 per 
cent over five years; in the same 
period, the price of gold — which had 
been frozen at $35 an ounce until 1968 — 
increased about 175 per cent and the 
government’s Consumer Price Index 
of all items rose 41 per cent. 
Morton Sarett, president of the 
Jewelry Industry Council, said jewelry 
prices have stabilized in recent years. 
They haven’t shown any sharp in­ 
creases or decreases. And they’re not 
likely to. 
Sarett said that jewelry is sold on the 
basis of craftsmanship, design and 
labor. Gold jewelry “has to reflect the 
cost of the raw materials,” Sarett said, 
but only to a small degree. 
For more elaborate gold jewelry, 


Sarett said, the strength of the demand 
for the product is more important than 
the cost of the gold. 
Publicity about high prices for gold 
actually helped boost demand, Sarett 
said, explaining that “consumers 
began to feel more comfortable about 
the investment value” of jewelry in a 
time of inflation.

SAN FRANCISCO (AP) - Flam­ 
boyant rock music superstar Elton 
John has disclosed in an interview that 
he is bisexual but would like to settle 
down with a woman. 
“I’d rather fall in love with a woman 
eventually because I think a woman 
probably lasts longer than a man,” the 
pianist told Rolling Stone magazine. 
“But I really don’t know.” 
He told the music-oriented biweekly 
that his previous sexual experiences 
involved both women and men. 
“There’s nothing wrong with going 
to bed with somebody of your own 
sex,” he said. “I think everybody’s 
bisexual to a certain degree. I don’t 
think it’s just me. It’s not a bad thing to 
be.” 
He said he will stop traveling for at 
least a year after this month and 
concentrate on other projects. He said 
he will continue making record 
albums, the next to be released in 
November. 


Indiana Rejects 
Federal Project 


INDIANAPOLIS (AP) - Indiana 
has decided not to take part in a 
federal safe drinking water project 
because state health officials insist it 
would duplicate current efforts. 
“There is practically zero risk of 
problems from water in Indiana,” said 
Dr. William Paynter, state health 
commissioner. “I’m not sure if we 
need a federal law to tell everyone how 
to run their tap water.” 
Paynter said large suppliers of 
drinking water already face stiff state 
regulations, while rural suppliers 
come under the jurisdiction of local 
health agencies. 
But a spokesman for the League of 
Women Voters, which has received an 
Environmental Protection Agency 
grant for a public education campaign 
on the federal project, says state 
regulations aren’t enough because 
they don’t cover small suppliers.

The perils and pitfalls of ever in­ 
creasing government spending have 
apparently had little impact on a 
substantial majority in the Congress of 
the United States. 
That is the only conclusion one can 
draw from the $700 billion natural debt 
and $50.6 billion deficit approved by 
Congress this week in its budget 
resolution 
setting 
the 
Fedreal 
Government’s spending lim itations 
and revenue minimums for Fiscal 
Year 1977. 
The 
so 
called 
“ ceiling” 
on 
government spending was about $17 
billion higher than that proposed by 
President Ford in January. 
I opposed this resolution as I have 
its predecessors because they all have 
attempted to cure our recent economic 
slump with the cause. Inflation is the 
primary cause, and deficit spending 
spawns inflation. 
It all boils down to something as 
simple as a loaf of bread. To millions in 
this country, inflation is taking its toll 
on the price of bread. 
That may not be a pressing problem 
at the moment for some Americans. 
But for an elderly couple trying to 
make ends meet, and barely suc­ 
ceeding, if at all, the cost of a loaf of 
bread is an immediate problem. A $50 
billion deficit makes it an even larger 
problem. 
There is no shortage of examples of 
the disastrous consequences resulting 
from unabated deficit spending and 
reckless growth of the public sector in

an economy. 
New York City is an excellent case in 
point. Seemingly without a care in the 
world, the city rolled merrily along 
with its policy of deficit financing and 
ended on the rocks, where, even with 
Federal help, it basically remains 
today. 
We have only to see the sad example 
of Great Britain to know that govern­ 
ment spending is not the road to 
prosperity. The unrestrained growth of 
the public sector in that country has 
stymied her economic growth. 
The deficit in Britain last year as a 
percentage of its economy would be 
the equivalent of a deficit in our 
economy of $128 billion annually. 
One could hardly conclude that such 
a deficit has led to prosperity for Great 
Britain. It has, in fact, produced an 
incredible inflation rate which last 
year stood at about 25 per cent. 
Growth of private business in this 
country means more permanent and 
productive jobs. That is not possible, 
however, if government is allowed to 
dominate the money market. 
The last thing this nation needs 
today is an expansion of the public 
sector, and yet, that is exactly what is 
happening. The Federal Govern­ 
ment’s share of our Gross National 
Product runs about 23 per cent. When 
federal taxes are combined with state 
and local taxes, about one-third of the 
GNP goes to the public sector. 
If private businesses cannot expand 
because government has raided the 
private money market for funds to 
finance its deficit, there will be no new 
jobs in the private sector. On the 
contrary, there will likely be fewer 
jobs. Scarce funds for capitol im­ 
provement and business expansion 
will drive interest rates up and fuel 
inflation. 
Continued deficit financing will 
destroy our economy and lead to 
central economic planning, and 
ultimately to the kind of big govern­ 
ment opposed by the great majority of 
the American people. 
For the first time, Congress has the 
power to control federal spending 
through policy decisions as well as 
through its votes. It once again has had 
an opportunity to display fiscal 
responsibility and to face head-on 
economic realities. 
Its failure to take advantage of that 
opportunity is another costly error, 
and one made at the American tax­ 
payers’ expense.

Set Change 
In Episcopal 
Prayer Book 


MINNEAPOLIS (AP) — Episcopal 
representatives have eliminated from 
a proposed new rendering of the 
church’s historic Book of Common 
Prayer some ancient chants consid­ 
ered offensive to Jews. 
It was the first time in four centuries 
that the old masterpiece of ritual and 
scripture reading had undergone 
extensive revision. The deletions came 
as the church’s governing convention 
neared final action today on the 
revised version. 
The House of Bishops was expected 
to concur with the over-whelming 
approval 
given to the changes 
Saturday by laity and clery in the other 
branch of the church’s bicameral 
legislature, the House of Deputies. 
In putting finishing touches on the 
material, they struck out the old, so­ 
called “reproaches” often used in 
Good Friday services commemorating 
Christ’s crucifixion in the week before 
Easter. The reproaches originated in 
church liturgies of the Middle Ages. 
Pressing for their deletion, the Rev. 
Dr. Charles L. Winters of Sewanee, 
Tenn., said the reproaches are a 
distortion of a Jewish Seder service 
celebrating deliverance from Egyp- 
tion slavery and “makes a mockery” 
of that observance. 
“It would be like Jews celebrating a 
black mass in a way that is the op­ 
posite of its meaning,” he said. 
Although a liturgical commission 
had recommended removal of he 
material because of its possible anti- 
Jewish connotations, a move was 
made to retain it.

enough so that whoever is president 
next spring won’t even have to think 
about a possible export embargo. 
Top officials, from USDA chief 
economist Don Paarlberg to President 
Ford himself, say the soybean supply, 
with a 16 per certt drop in the harvest 
this season, is tight but will be 
adequate. 
Ford and Democrat Jimmy Carter 
both have pledged no more farm- 
export 
embargoes 
except 
in 
emergencies. A 1973 soybean embargo 
remains a politically touchy subject 
among farmers. 
But an article in today's edition of 
Foreign Agriculture, an official USDA 
weekly m agazine, repeatedly ad­ 
dresses the demand factor. 
Worldwide use of soybean meal in 
1976, after dropping last year for the 
first time in recent history, has been 
significantly stronger than the experts 
expected, according to the article 
written by Alan E. Holz, a Foreign 
Agricultural Service analyst of the 
world market for oilseeds and prod­ 
ucts. 
“A further tightening of 
world 
supplies of high-protein meal appears 
im m inent,” Holz wrote. “ In an­ 
ticipation of this situation, prices have 
already rebounded sharply from those 
of a year ago, laying the basis for a 
braking of the current 
boom 
in 
soybean meal consumption.” 
The most direct problem this might 
reflect for American consumers would 
be the scaling down by livestock 
producers, particularly hog farmers, 
of part of their planned boosts this 
winter of pork production. 
larger supplies of pork would help 
curtail rises in beef prices when the 
expected drop in beef production 
comes in early 1977. Soybean meal is 
important as a feed supplement 
Holz continued that, while demand is 
expected to break, the momentum of 
this year still is great enough to 
produce predictions of no falling off in 
world soybean meal and oil trade 
during calendar 1977. 
The shrinking U.S. quantity in and 


share of the market will be picked up 
by Brazil and by Malaysian palm-oil 
exporters. 
Regardless of the source of the 
actual crop, however, the world trade 
situation is what ultimately deter­ 
mines price and demand, in the ab­ 
sence of controls, USDA maintains. 
Holz writes that a major implication 
of the current trends is: “Supplies of 
meal and oil will be adequate to meet 
domestic and foreign ... requirements, 
but prices will remain relatively above 
those of the past season.” 
Those higher prices, he continued, 
should discourage any great expansion 
of demand long enough for producers 
to respond to them by boosting plant­ 
ings, so that “the supply squeeze (can) 
be short-lived.” 
First indications should be clear late 
this year, he said, when Brazilian and 
Argentine farmers start planting for 
April-harvested crops.

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Flight Sim ulator Chillingly Real 
Team ster Dissidents O rganize 


SEATTLE (A P) — Outside there is 
nothing but dull, gray clouds. Some­ 
where below is Runway 32M at Moses 
I .ake in eastern Washington. 
Inside, I struggle to see the ground 
from the cockpit of the Boeing 707. 
With only student instrument pilot 
skills, I angle for where the ground 
must be, the jet moving at 160 miles an 
hour. 
Suddenly, a runway light. The four of 
us in the cockpit shout together: 
“ There it is, there it is.’” 
A close call? A scene from “ Airport 
1976” ? No, just Boeing training pilots 
exhibiting their newest toy: a flight 
simulator. 
We never move out of the big tin 
building in south Seattle. But visual 
aids make it seem like the jet is 
plummeting through the air at Seattle, 
Moses l^ake or Yakima, Wash. 
Soon student pilots will land at 
airports in Tehran, London, Bangkok 
“ or anywhere else you want to go,” 
says Boeing test pilot Bill Allsopp. 
The windows in the cockpit actually 
look into large television screens on 
which images are fed by computer. 
“ The computer has the information 
stored to actuallv make up the picture 
on the screen as you “ fly along,” said 
Skip Wahlin, public relations man for 
General Electric, which developed the 
system at Daytona Beach, Fla. 
Systems to simulate flight by in­ 


strument are far from new. Old types 
had a pilot closed into a box mounted 
on springs and hinges with a number of 
attendants pulling ropes and pushing 
levers to move it around, simulating 
flight. The student would, hopefully, 
answer different movements with 
correct responses. 
But putting the system in per­ 
spective — combining instrument 
functions inside the cockpit with 
realistic visual references through the 
windows — has been harder to ac­ 
complish. Different systems have been 
developed, but each had problems. 
One system said Allsopp, used film, 
but before long the film developed 
streaks. “ All a pilot had to do was line 
up the streaks and he was on final ap­ 
proach (to the airport),” he said. “ So 
the pilot flew the simulator by false 
cues that don’t exist in the real world.” 
Although the view through the 707's 
windows revealed a picture more like 
a painting with straight lines than a 
photograph, the addition of clouds, sun 
and darkness added realism to the 
picture. 
“ There is a certain cartoonist! 
aspect about the scene, but we can 
control that with weather,” said 
Allsopp. “ It gets very realistic when 
you’re in there flying it. I can scare 
hell out of a pilot.” 
Capt. A. L. Jones, a Boeing officer, 
said the goal is to completely train a 


pilot on the flight simulator, requiring 
only a short check ride before he is 
sent off to fly passengers 
He said advantages include the 
ability to “ go into performance edges 
without risk,” savings in money and 
fuel, reduction in noise and fuel 
pollution and a controlled environment 
for better demonstration and student 
retention. It costs $1,400 an hour to 
train in a Boeing 727; $280 in the $3 
million simulator. 


KENT, Ohio (A P) — Dissident 
Teamsters, heretofore a loosely 
organized force scattered across the 
country, took strides Sunday to 
mobilize 
in 
an 
effort to 
return 
Teamster control to the union’s rank- 
and file members. 
The Teamsters for a Democratic 
Union (TDU), in an organizational 
convention at Kent State University 
this weekend, called for sweeping 
reforms of the International Teamster 
Union, including the reduction of some 
of the large salaries assumed by some 
union officers. 


The TDU also adopted a constitution, 
elected a 15-member national steering 
committee, and approved a series of 
workrelated resolutions. 
“ The stance that we have taken here 
is what the rank and file need to take 
control of the union,” said Kenneth T. 
Paff, a member of Cleveland Team­ 
ster Local 407 and one of two 
Clevelanders on the steering com­ 
mittee. The other is Anne Mackie, also 
of Ix>cal 407. 
The TDU also announced its ad­ 
vocacy of one-day national strikes to 
gain 
political 
concessions 
for 


organized labor, as well as pressure 
firms to accede to union demands. 
One participant, Dan LaBotz of 
Chicago, compared efforts aimed at 
cleaning up the Teamsters Union to 
police trying to break up drug traffic 
by arresting all the small-time 
dealers. 
To stop the drug traffic “ you’ve 
gotta get the pusher, you’ve gotta get 
to the higherups,” said LaBotz. In the 
case of the Teamsters Union, “ I think 
that the pusher is the employer, 
because it’s the employer who brings 
in the gangsters,” he said.

PROPOSED CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT 


To adopt new Article XIX, Ohio Constitution 


RELATIVE TO LIMITING THE RATES WHICH MAY BE CHARGED TO RESIDENTIAL 
CONSUMERS FOR FIXED AMOUNTS OF GAS AND ELECTRICITY. 


The proposed amendment would require: 


1. That residential consumers of gas be charged per cubic foot no more than the average 
rate charged by their utility to all users of gas. This rate shall apply for the first 30,000 
cubic feet of gas used each month during the winter months. In addition, those con­ 
sumers may be charged no more than 50 per cent additional per cubic foot for the next 
20,000 cubic feet of gas used per month during the winter months. 


2. That residential consumers of electricity be charged for the first 400 kilowatt hours of 
electricity per month no more per kilowatt hour than the average rate charged by their 
utility to all users. Consumers with all electric homes that were substantially completed 
by the effective date of this amendment shall be charged no more than this rate for the 
first 2,000 kilowatt hours of electricity used per month during the winter months. 


3. That part of those rates which are described above are called lifeline rates and shall not 
be increased by adding any fuel or purchased gas adjustments or other expense except 
when rates are set or reset. 


4. That any revenues lost to a public utility from the implementation of the lifeline rates be 
made up equitably from all other rates. 


5. That any rate changes necessary to comply with this amendment be implemented within 
60 days of the effective date of the amendment.

Product Liability Problem Seen 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Another 
sticky insurance problem may have 
appeared on the Ohio scene, as though 
there were not enough already. 
The legislature last week ordered an 
investigation by its fact finding body— 
the legislative Service Commission— 
into what was described as the rapidly 
rising 
costs 
and 
hard-to-get 
manufacturer’s product liability in­ 
surance. 
Senate Minority Leader Michael J. 
Maloney, R-7 Cincinnati, said in­ 
formation passed along to him 
revealed that manufacturers of all 
types of products sold in Ohio are being 
hit by liability rate increases of 50 to 
IOO per cent and more. Some com­ 
panies apparently have stopped 
making it available because of huge 
losses. 
Maloney said he was disturbed that 
the problem could be of the same 
proportions as the still unresolved 
medical liability insurance problem, 
at least from employers’ and con­ 
sumer’s viewpoints. 
Faulty products ranging from such 
things as toasters to television sets can 


cause death or injury—the same as the 
negligence of a physician—and at the 
same time open the door to lawsuits in 
which damages are litigated. 
Case histories of such injuries and 
lawsuits are nonexistent at the state 
level. Maloney’s call for the LSC study 
asks for an evaluation of the problem. 
His 
LSC 
resolution, 
adopted 
unanimously by the Senate, directed 
the nonpartisan agency to look “into 
the feasibility of this state’s enacting 
legislation that will make (product 
liability) insurance available for the 
protection of injured parties, prevent 
the loss of business and jobs in this 
state, reduce the injuries resulting 
from defective products, and avoid the 
abuse of the judicial by unjustifiable 
litigation.” 
Maloney said some companies which 
traditionally have offered the in­ 
surance report massive underwriting 
losses, are now charging sharply in­ 
creased premiums, “and in some 
cases are refusing to provide adequate 
product liability insurance under any 
circumstances...” 
The Hamilton County lawmaker 


stressed in offering the resolution that 
he “doesn’t know at this time” 
whether legislation is needed, but said 
he is convinced that the situation 
merits study. 
Among other things, he said the 
investigation should consider existing 
laws that make manufacturers solely 
liable for products, the statutes of 
limitation for legal actions to be filed, 
and actions that might be taken to 
encourage 
persons 
other 
than 
manufacturers, such as employers, to 
protect laborers and others against 
product injuries.

During the same period the state 
returned $781.9 milton to its 88 counties 
in major tax allocations.

PROPOSED CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENT 


To adopt new Article XX, Ohio Constitution 


RELATIVE TO PROVIDING FOR REPRESENTATION OF RESIDENTIAL UTILITY 
CONSUMERS IN UTILITY REGULATORY ACTIONS AFFECTING THEIR INTERESTS. 


The proposed amendment would provide: 
1. For a non-profit membership corporation known as the Residential Utility Consumer 
Action Group (RUCAG) with certain powers and duties, including representation of the 
interests of residential utility consumers in various utility proceedings. 


2. For certain controls on public utilities, their officers and employees, and on RUCAG. 


3. For voluntary membership in RUCAG, contingent upon payment of an annual mem­ 
bership fee of at least $6; for collection of membership fees; and for RUCAG to intervene 
in utility regulatory proceedings and in judicial review of such proceedings; to force the 
initiation or completion of utility regulatory proceedings; to conduct investigations; and 
to require the production of information. 


4. That RUCAG must reimburse a utility for reasonable accounting and check-off expenses 
for collecting membership fees, although reimbursement of expenses may be deferred 
until one year after the first election and installation of trustees. 


5. For RUCAG to be run by a board of trustees and for the qualification, election, campaign 
procedures, duties, and terms of office of such board. It also provides for an initial board 
of trustees to represent consumers and for the operation of such board until the first 
election. 


6. For filling vacancies on RUCAG’s board of trustees; for all meetings, reports, financial 
data, and studies of RUCAG to be open to the public; and for removal of any member of 
the board by petition of the members of RUCAG who voted from his district in the last 
election. 


7. That board members will be bonded and are entitled to reimbursement for necessary 
expenses in the performance of their duties. Complaints which are non-frivolous shall be 
forwarded to the appropriate regulatory agency which must keep RUCAG informed of 
actions taken. RUCAG’s membership list must be available to members for use con­ 
sistent with the objectives of RUCAG described in this amendment. 


8. Penalties for violation of any provision of the amendment.’

The proposed amendment would provide: 


1. That prior to construction or expansion of a nuclear power plant or related facility 
legislative approval must first be obtained. Approval is governed by certain guidelines 
and procedures and hearings must be held. In addition the applicant must acquire suf­ 
ficient insurance or indemnification to compensate persons who have been injured or 
damaged. 


2. Exceptions from compliance for certain nuclear plants, facilities, and activities. 


3. For publication and public review of the adequacy and accuracy of emergency medical 
aid and evacuation plans for all communities affected by nuclear power plants and 
related facilities in the state. 


4. Procedures for an injured party to recover damages in addition to any other remedy, 
including Workmen's Compensation, which are caused by the existence or operation of 
any nuclear power plant or related facility. Defendants in any such suit are to be held 
strictly liable without proof of negligence. Acts which cause such damages shall be 
deemed ultrahazardous activities. 


5. For judicial review and decision for non-compliance with provisions of the proposed 
amendment upon petition by the Attorney General or any citizen.

1. That an amendment to the Ohio Constitution may he Initiated by a petition signed by at 
least 250,000 electors. 


2. That a law may be Initiated by submitting a petition signed by at least 150,000 electors. If 
the General Assembly does not pass the law as submitted within six months or enacts an 
amended version of the law, the committee of the petitioners sponsoring the petition may 
request that the law as proposed or with legislative amendments be put to a vote of 
the people. 


3. That except for emergency laws, tax levies, and appropriations for current expenses, 
any law, section of law, or any item of law appropriating money may be referred to the 
voters ll demanded by a petition signed by at least 100,000 electors and filed within 90 
days after such law has passed. Such law or Item will go into effect only if approved by a 
majority of the electors voting on it. 


4. Procedures for the filing of the text of a proposed law or amendment or law to be 
referred, for preparation of a summary by the Ohio Ballot Board, for the preparation of 
the petition containing the summary, for requirements for circulating and signing the 
petition, for the Ballot Board to prescribe ballot language and explanations, for 
preparation and publication of arguments supporting and opposing the law or amend­ 
ment, and for placement of the question on the ballot at a general or special election. 


5. That no law proposed by initiative shall have more than one subject and no law approved 
by the voters may be vetoed by the Governor. 


6. That municipalities and counties shall have the right to initiative and referendum as may 
be provided by law. 


7. That no law may be initiated by petition which could not be passed by the General 
Assembly. Other specific limitations on the powers of initiative and referendum which 
relate to taxation of property are repealed.

The hearings provide citizen input 
before accountable elected officials. Unresolved 
problems of nuclear fuel supply, safety systems, 
radioactive waste management, security, and 
economics will receive the scrutiny of experts 
testifying before the state legislature.

Kuhn To Testify 
At Baseball Hearing 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Baseball 
Commissioner Bowie Kuhn has spent a 
lot of time on Capitol Hill in recent 
weeks on behalf of the sport’s special 
exclusion from the nation’s antitrust 
laws. 
Kuhn has paid special attention to 
the 13 members of the Select House 
Committee on Professional Sports who 
have been holding hearings on the 
law’s effect on sports, especially the 
antimonopoly statutes. 
Rep. John W. Wydler, RN.Y., told a 
Justice Department official during a 
hearing last Thursday that Kuhn had 
met with him recently about the 
baseball situation and “he asked my 
advice on what he might say to the 
committee. 
“ I suggested to him I thought the 
thing he could say that would make the 
most favorable impression on me 
would be that he felt the time has come 
for professional baseball to give up this 
very special kind of exemption it en­ 
joys in the professional sports world,” 
said Wydler. 
“ I said I also realize he was not 
necessarily in a position to make that 
decision for himself, but I thought it 
really would be something in the public 
interest and really in baseball’s in­ 
terest because I thought it was going to 


come about anyway. 
“Then he indicated to me he thought 
that there was an unfair advantage 
baseball enjoyed over the other sports 
and they should be treated equally but 
to extend the exemption that baseball 
enjoys to all the other sports,” said 
Wydler. “ I don’t even know how we 
would do that since the baseball ex­ 
emption was just a court decision, not 
a legislative act.” 
Kuhn, along with M. Donald Grant of 
baseball’s New York Mets and 
Edmund B. Fitzgerald of National 
Basketball Association's Milwaukee 
Bucks, testify today before the House 
sports committee, which has con­ 
centrated its probe on antitrust laws. 
National and American League 
Presidents Chub Feeney and Lee 
MacPhail follow Kuhn. 
Marvin Miller, executive director of 
the Major League Baseball Players 
Association, and Rep.

KANSAS CITY (A P) - When Kenny 
Stabler is hot, there is probably not a 
defense in the National Football 
League that can stop him. 
Before a national television audience 
Monday night, the Oakland quar­ 
terback was an artist, completing 22 of 
28 passes and systematically shred­ 
ding the Kansas City defense for 224 
yards and three touchdowns 
Then Stabler left early in the fourth 
quarter with a strained knee and 
watched, no doubt flabbergasted, as 
the Chiefs upstaged his performance 
with an amazing comeback before 
finally succumbing, 24-21. 
“ Ken Stabler was as sharp as I've 
ever seen a quarterback be," said 
Chiefs Coach Paul Wiggin "He was 
the ultimate passer." 
Stabler and the unbeaten Haiders, 
two-touchdown favorites over the 
rebuilding Chiefs, humiliated their 
hosts in the first half, constructing a 
17-0 lead that actually was deceptive in 
light of the halftime statistics: Sixteen 
first downs and 288 total yards for 
Oakland, two first downs and 37 yards 
for the Chiefs. 
After Stabler fired touchdown 
strikes of 15, IO, and 14 yards to Dave 
Casper, Cliff Branch and Mike Siam, 
and Fred Steinfort booted a 37-yard 
field goal, it looked for all the world 
like a rout had been ordained. 
But after intermission tt was as if the 
teams had swapped uniforms. On the 
Chiefs’ third possession of the third 


quarter, MacArthur I-ane capped a 54- 
yard march with a one-yard touch­ 
down plunge to make it 17-7. Stabler’s 
touchdown toss to Siani a few minutes 
later gave the Raiders what would 
prove to be an insurmountable 24 
points. 
But the Chiefs, behind quarterback 
Mike Livingston, swept 87 yards in 12 
plays and tallied on Livingston’s one- 
yard keeper. 
I-ess than two minutes later, reserve 
quarterback Mike Bae fumbled at the 
Oakland 25 and Chiefs linebacker Billy 
Andrews pounced on the loose ball. 
Livingston needed one play, a 25- 
yard pass to Billy Masters in the end 
zone, to pull his team to within three 
points with less than three minutes 
remaining. 
The Haiders handled Kansas City’s 
onside kick and ran out the clock, but 
Chiefs players and coaches left the 
field feeling like winners. 
" I’m really proud of them," Wiggin 
said. "W e talked earlier about the 
Chiefs growing and I believe we did 
that tonight. I think we grew in the 
second half." 
Livingston said the Chiefs made no 
halftime adjustments. 
"We didn't use any blackboard stuff 
or anything like that,” he said.

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Students Reached 
V ia Funny Bones 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - The 
University of Southern California’s 
psychology department says the way 
to keep students awake during lessons 
on ponderous material is through their 
funny bones. 
Instead of conducting conventional 
lessons, instructors have been urged to 
spice up lectures with jokes — to turn 
them into something resembling 
comedy routines. 
It all began about 2*6 years ago when 
Prof. Edward Conolley began one of 
his classes by saying: 
‘‘It was pi this very room that I at­ 
tended my freshman orientation. ITI 
never forget it. We were addressed by 
a man with a nervous tic who was 
wearing a clip-on tie and what looked 
like a clip-on suit. He also carried a 
Roy Rogers lunch box with him. 
“He was, I learned later, the head of 
the psychology department.” 
For several hours, the professor 
intermingled jokes produced by 
comedy writer Erie Cohen into his 
lecture. When class ended, his students 
stood up and applauded. 
Conolley has since left USC, but his 
experimental lecture technique has 
been developed into what’s known as 
the Quality Teaching Effectiveness 
Program. The department also called 
in Dick Shaal, an actordirector who is 
married to Valerie Harper, star of the 
“ Rhoda” series on television and has 
played in “Phyllis,” to show teachers 
stage techniques for capturing and 
keeping attention. 
Critics say QTE does little more than 
make professors popular with their 
students. 
But Dr. Scott Fraser, one of QTE’s 
organizers, says the technique really 
works. 
“We have run control groups and 
found that students in classes where 
the course material was infused with 
the humor and dramatic techniques 
did better than those in classes where 
such methods were not used,” Fraser 
said. 
Fraser said the jokes used in QTE 
aren’t Henny Youngman one-liners, 
“but jokes designed to illustrate 
concepts as well as hold the attention 
of students.” 
QTE is limited to the psychology 
departm ent, 
but 
Fraser 
hopes 
resource centers will be set up across 
campus where professors can develop 
their “ entertainm ent” skills and 
practice before audiences made up of 
faculty members. 
Cohen, the man who started it all, 


now produces the hit television series 
“Welcome Back, Rotter.” He still 
writes jokes for psychology lectures, 
but says he doesn’t have time to work 
for other colleges. 
But Cohen says he sees a real 
challenge in a request from the 
University of Oregon medical school. 
“What kind of a joke can you tell 
with a scalpel in your hand?” he says.

Hummeldorf was named on three 
counts of bribery for allegedly 
procuring women with the police 
promise to overlook liquor violations 
where the women were employed. No 
charges were made against the alleged 
“high ranking” officers.

Early River Patrols 
Helped Curb Indians 


By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS 
The mouth of the Scioto River at 
Portsmouth was a favorite point for 
Indians from which to attack boats 
ascending or descending the Ohio 
River. It became a tragic spot for 
many families lost to the tomahawks 
of the Shawnee during Ohio’s frontier 
days. 
Sometimes the Indians, threatening 
torture, forced white men and women, 
and children, to decoy other whites 
ashore 
by 
feigning 
distress, 
whereupon the Indians came from 
concealment. 
One of the victims was John May, 
slain in 
1790. May, for whom 
Maysville, Ky., is named, had been an 
early adventurer and constant visitor 
to Kentucky He was no Indian fighter, 
but his main effort was acquisition of 
land. One historian said that had it not 
been for his death he would probably 
have been the greatest landholder in 
the country. 
At length, the Indian river raids 
became frequent, people in the interior 
of Kentucky became aroused and 
began to take steps to curb the killings. 
In the spring of 1792, four spies were 
employed to range from Limestone, 
now Maysville, to the mouth of Big 
Sandy River. The four were Duncan 
McArthur, who later became governor 


of Ohio; Samuel Davis, Nathaniel 
Beasley and Samuel McDowell. 
With courage and skill they began 
their tours two by two once each week 
to the mouth of the Big Sandy, having 
frequent brushes with Indian scouts. 
On Monday morning two would leave 
Limestone and reach Sandy by 
Wednesday evening; on Thursday 
morning the other two would leave 
limestone for the mouth of the Sandy. 
Thus they would meet or pass each 
other about opposite the mouth of the 
Scioto, in going and returning, four 
times in each week. This incessant 
vigilance would be continued until late 
in November, or the first of December, 
when hostilities generally ceased In 
the later years of the Indian Wars.

“I’m enjoying this,” Jimmy Carter 
said, strolling through all 13 cars of the 
train to chat with guests and reporters.

“I’ve always loved trains,” he said. 
“I grew up on the railroad tracks 
myself.” He said campaigning by train 
rather than airplane gave him “a 
much more human personal kind of 
relationship with the voters, which I 
like very much.” 
As it turned out, Overbrook was the 
only place Carter was able to use the 
refurbished observation car, vintage 
1953, as a podium. He did, however, as 
the train pulled out of stations, wave 
from the observation car and call out 
“goodbye everybody, ya’ll help me.” 
For the most part, he spoke from 
platforms hastily built at trackside, at 
safe places for crowds to gather. At 
Altoona, Pa., carpenters were still on 
the platform driving nails as the train 
arrived. 
At every stop on the route, Carter 
invoked the name of Harry Truman, 
who made whistlestopping a political 
byword. At Johnstown, Pa., he was 
rewarded with a plaque observing that 
Truman had stopped at the very same 
station on Oct. 25, 1948.

Promotion Plan 
For Hospital Issue Is 
‘Build A Better Berger' 


By ANDI PORTER 
Herald Staff Writer 
A new hospital facility would be a 
“great step forward in the health care 
of Pickaway County,” according to 
Charles Rideout, Berger Hospital 
Administrator. 
He spoke to a concerned group of 
club representatives Monday evening 
with information on the hospital bond 
issue which will appear on the 
November ballot. 
The purpose of the meeting was to 
organize a campaign entitled “Build a 
Better Berger” for bond issue IO. A 
committee was formed to find a 
chairman, and Mrs. Carol Rorick 
offered to serve as treasurer. 
Rideout explained the building 
concept and benefits, and asked for 
suggestions to spread the word to the 
public. 
Issue number IO is for construction 
of a new hospital to replace the 
existing one. The three-story structure 
would be built in front of the present 
building, and would be finished before 
the old one is demolished. 
According to the architect’s concept, 
the 
first 
floor 
would house 
ad­ 
m inistration offices, clinic space, 
waiting areas and dietary area. 
The two remaining floors would hold 
43 beds apiece. If the building is ap­ 
proved by voters in November, the 
second floor would be used im­ 
mediately after construction, with the 
third floor ready for expansion. 
Rideout added that additional floors 
could be added when the community 
grows to need the space. 
The present hospital building built in 
1930, does not meet modem medical 
standards, Rideout stated. Unless the 
Pickaway Community wants health 
care to become stagnant in the county, 
the new facility is needed. 
Benefits from passing bond issue IO 
are numerous, according to Rideout. 
He said it would attract doctors and 
registered nurses to the area, and cut 


down on the expense of county 
residents traveling to surrounding 
cities for their health treatment. 
At the meeting Rideout stressed the 
need to inform the community on the 
proposed building. He feels that 
personally explaining the structure 
and its benefits is the best method of 
assuring its passage in November. 
He feels that unless people are 
touched by the need for health care, 
they don’t care to be informed. 
The upcoming hospital bond issue is 
endorsed by the County Medical 
Society and the Chamber of Com­ 
merce. Rideout won’t be satisfied until 
every 
community 
m em ber 
is 
knowledgeable of and endorses the 
new hospital facility. 
The architecture for the proposed 
building is Dan Carmichael of 
Columbus. He could be called an ex­ 
pert on hospital building, because of 
his long list of hospital facility con­ 
cepts. 
Carmichael has designed hospitals 
in five states, including many in 
Columbus. He is responsible for the 
additions to St. Ann’s and Mt. Carmel, 
and for building Mt. Carmel East.
